Rebels rain rockets on 
besieged Phnom Penh 


PHNOM PENH (U P I) - Rebel troops 
today rained rocket fire on Phnom Penh 
and its airport, overran a government 
outpost, and beat back a government 
counterattack attempting to loosen the 
stranglehold on the Cambodian capital. 
The airport has been the capital s only 
supply link with the outside world since 
the Feb 6 rebel blockade of the Mekong 
River. American planes escalated their 
airlift today despite the rocket attacks. 
Officials in Cambodia's two closest 
neighbors, South Vietnam and Thailand, 
put finishing touches on 
plans to 
evacuate their embassy staffs if and 
when 
Phnom 
Penh 
falls. 
South 
Vietnamese 
troops 
were 
reported 
training an emergency street-fighting 
unit to help in the evacuation. 
One of the 25 rockets fired today hit 
the taxation office in downtown Phnom 
Penh, about 30 feet from the news 
briefing center, and narrowly missed 
U PI correspondents Veng Eng and Chey 
Sarun who were unharmed 
Another round landed about 200 yards 
from Gen 
Sosthene Fernandez, the 
Cambodian 
commander-in-chief 
who 
was at the airport with a friend about to 
leave for Bangkok 
Military sources said insurgent troops 
early today overran the key government 
outpost of Phneat Somali, seven miles 
west of Phnom Penh. 
The base is half way between Phnom 
Penh airport and Prey Puoch, where a 
government 
garrison 
has 
been 
surrounded by rebels in two days of 
bloody fighting 
Military sources said 21 government 
soldiers were killed and 50 wounded 
today in an abortive attempt to lift the 
siege of Prey Puoch with an assault by 
armored cars and 700 infantrymen. 
Two armored cars were damaged by 
Communist B40 bazookas.

House committee would 
trim Ford budget cut 


WASHINGTON I U PI I - The House 
A ppropriations 
Com m ittee 
recommended today that the House cut 
only $16 4 million from the federal 
budget instead of more than $12 billion 
suggested by President Ford. 
The panel totally rejected Ford’s 
proposal to rescind spending authority 
for $924 3 million in health and education 
programs in 1975 and 1976. 
The committee did vote to reduce 
spending on agriculture programs by $10 
million, to eliminate $5 million for the 
Inter-American Cultural and 
Trade 
Center, slice nearly $1 million from 
Defense Department foreign currency 
programs 
and 
$500,000 from 
the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission 
Congressional 
critics of 
Ford’s 
proposals have warned that huge budget 
cuts 
would 
promote 
further 
unemployment and deepen the nation’s 
economic recession. 
A 
1974 
law, 
aimed at 
ending 
presidential 
impoundment 
of 
funds 
appropriated by Congress, 
requires 
congressional approval oi any White 
House proposals to either not spend 
certain funds or to defer such spending. 
This is the second recession bill sent 
to the House this year. Last month, the 
full House approved cuts totalling $222 5 
million out of the $929.4 million proposed 
by the President at that time That bill is 
pending in the Senate. 
Democratic advisers on the Senate 
Budget Committee warned Monday that 
unemployment will remain high in the 
United States for the next two years 
—even if Congress passes its own budget 
proposal. 
The Democratic staff members gave 
that 
gloomy 
assessment 
as 
the 
committee 
released 
details of 
its 
“ alternative” budget Monday. 
They said while their budget wouldn’t 
produce many more jobs than Ford’s 
until after 1978, the Ford budget would 
not allow economic recovery without 
more inflation.

county plants to use more polluting fuel

An amendment to the County Air Pollution Control 
District rules permitting the burning by major north 
county industries of fuel oil with a sulfur content of up 
to one per cent was approved Monday by a 3-2 vote of 
the Board of Supervisors. 
Legal counsel for Union Sugar Co. plant at 
Betteravia and Johns-Manville, of Lompoc, claimed 
that competitors of these large companies would be 
given an unfair advantage if they were required to 
continue meeting district rules by obtaining fuel with 
half this sulfur content (one half of one per cent or 
less, i 
Attorney Steven E Kirby said it was difficult and 
expensive to obtain the low sulfur fuels at this time, 
and explained the companies faced a crisis situation 
due to “ inequitable curtailment" of natural gas 
supplies. 
The decision on a motion by Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, came after the staff of the 
State 
Air 
Resources 
Board 
informed 
county 
authorities the use of fuel with higher sulfur content 
was “ not acceptable to us and should be deleted." 


The board s Division of Implementation and 
Enforcement headed by Harmon Wong-Woo informed 
the county it will recommend to the state board the 
rule be disapproved. If the state board concurs with 
the staff position, the state “ would not forward the 
rule to the Environmental Protection Agency,” it was 
stated. 
Supervisors James M Slater and Frank J. Frost 
voted against the rule change They took the position 
as shown by the state that the industries involved 
could seek hearings before the County Air Pollution 


Control District 
hearing board 
and apply for 
variances. 
APCD head John English reminded the supervisors 
that Union Sugar is seeking a variance before the 
hearing board this Wednesday. 
Board chairman Francis Beattie, and Supervisors 
Robert E. Kallman and Fletcher voted in favor of the 
rule change affecting the north county portion of the 
South Central Coast Air Basin. 
Kirby claimed that Union Sugar and Johns-Manville 
faced “ economic strangulation" without easing of the 
rule. He said the two industries, which hire an 
estimated 970 employes, face an “ almost total 
curtailment of natural gas coming up,” with Union 
Sugar, in particular, unable to find any of the fuel oil 
with less than one-half of one per cent sulfur. 
Air quality generally in the north county wouldn’t be 
seriously affected, although some deterioration in the 
immediate areas where used would be noted, the 
board was told. 
“ Nobody wants to close down two industries 
employing almost one thousand persons, 
Frost 
commented “ But the Air Resources Board says it 
will not accept our proposed rule.” 
Frost said he felt the county’s hearing board — 
where sworn testimony would be received and 
witnesses subpoenaed — was the proper route. 
The supervisors agreed on the alternate provision 
setting up the variance application for companies 
wishing to go that route

Kirby claimed the Air Resources Board and 
Environmental Protection Agency wouldn't grant 


variances in such cases for over four months. He 
claimed that the fuel oil with low sulfur content was 
costing Johns-Manville $10,000 a day. 
There were allegations that keen competitors of 
both companies were not being curtailed as were the 
north county industries. 
Frost pointed to some conflicting facts offered and 
said it was “ all the more reason that such cases 
should go to the county's hearing board, as we have no 
way of telling which facts given us are correct." 
Sworn testimony is required before the hearing board 
English told Kirby that the allocaters of state fuel 
“ have the authority to direct suppliers to supply the 
required fuel ” He said all industries should be 
considered and not merely the two largest ones. 
Earle Sweetland. manager of the Lompoc Valley 
Chamber of Commerce, told of the need for Johns- 
Manville to keep in operation He said it has an annual 
payroll of $7 5 million and hires 620 people. A recent 
shut-down due to labor trouble had a major impact on 
the community and its environs, he pointed out He 
urged the rule change and called the requirement for

with 
lower 
sulfur 
content 
“ unnecessary, 
unrealistic and unfair.” 
George Smith, representing the Santa Maria Valley 
Chamber of Commerce and the Santa Maria Valley 
Developers, said a closure of Union Sugar could have 
repercussions and hurt other industries such as the 
Santa Maria Valley Railroad which is dependent on it. 
He said he felt that some 1,500 jobs in the valley 
depended on Union Sugar's continued operations. 
Owen Rice. Santa Maria sugar beet grower, said the 
farmers must begin to plan now for fall harvests and 
couldn't plan acreage allotments for sugar beets 
without knowing the plant would continue without 
interruption. 
Ford lifts part of oil 
tariff in compromise 


WASHINGTON (UPI 1 - President 
Ford voluntarily suspended part of his 
controversial oil import fee today at the 
same tune he vetoed a congressional 
measure to delay all of it. 
Seeking 
a compromise 
with 
the 
Democrats on a program for energy 
conservation, Ford announced he would 
delay for 60 days the $1 a barrel fee 
increase on imported oil which went into 
effect Saturday and another $1 increase 
scheduled for April 1. 
At the same time, he vetoed Congress’ 
bill to suspend all of the increases for 90 
days — including the original $1 a barrel 
fee which Ford unposed Feb 1. 
The entire three-step, $3 a barrel fee 
program resulted from an executive 
order which Ford had issued earlier this 
year in an effort to raise consumer 
prices and discourage fuel consumption. 
But Congress bitterly objected to the 
plan 
Ford's action fulfilled a promise he 
made earlier to a group of freshmen 
Democratic congressmen that he would 
have a "surprise" for them today. But 
White 
House 
sources 
already 
had 
explained much of what the President 
intended to do. 
There were indications that Ford also 
was trying to work out an agreement 
with Senate and House leaders to sustain 
his veto in exchange for the voluntary 
60-day postponement.

All indications are Ford believes 
another Democratic proposal, by Rep. 
A1 Ullman, chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, is more nearly 
acceptable. It includes a graduated tax 
on gasoline, starting at 5 cents a gallon 
and building to 40 cents by 1979. It calls 
for gradually rising import quotas to cut 
oil imports by a million barrels a day 
over two to three years.

For Exxon referendum campaigns 


Board kills spending limit

The Board of Supervisors voted 3-2 Monday to kill a move that 
was aimed at limiting Exxon Corp and opponent organizations to 
an approximate $25,000 limit each in a referendum election 
campaign seen likely this spring or summer. 


Earlier, Supervisor James M Slater had drafted a revised 
campaign disclosure and limitation ordinance calling for a $15,000 
limit for each side, but this was seen as facing certain defeat by 
Supervisors Francis H Beattie. Harrell Fletcher and Robert E. 
Kallman 
The latter trio teamed to defeat the proposal for the higher 
limitation, based on 25 cents per registered voter in lieu of the 
earlier plan based on 15 cents per voter. 


Slater, who got support only from Supervisor Frank Frost on his 
motion, charged Kallman and the two north county supervisors 
with setting up a delaying action so that there would be no limit 
Exxon and its supporters could spend to try to defeat a 
referendum move seeking to void the Exxon rezoning for a $35- 
m ill ion oil and gas processing plant west of Goleta. 
Although Slater's proposal was killed. Kallman got through a 


motion that directed the county counsel's office to draft and 
return to the board as soon as possible a campaign spending limit 
proposal aligned to a maximum cost of about $40,000 for each side. 
This could be based on 15 cents per person in the county rather 
than confined to registered voter count. 
Slater voted against the Kallman plan, and Frost said he 
favored Kallman’s motion but felt the proposal didn't apply to the 
case at hand, and was “out of order” as it was not an agenda item. 
Board chairman Beattie called Slater’s proposal a "m eat axe 
approach on one issue for one purpose,” to hamper Exxon. 
Slater came back at Beattie saying, "You've been using that 
cliche for 11 years now.” 
Previously, Exxon attorney Stanley Hatch said he felt $15,000 
expenditure limit as first proposed wasn't enough to inform the 
voters what they were to vote on. 
County Clerk Howard Menzel, asked if Slater’s proposals would 
work a hardship on his office in the reports that would be made, 
said he didn’t think it would be "any big deal ” 
Slater had said he planned to introduce an ordinance later to put 
spending ceilings on campaigns for county offices. Kallman said 
his plan would entail "all campaigns for public office as well as 
ballot measures ” 
Job search tough for local epileptic

Today there are millions of 
people searching for jobs and 
Mike Montalvo, of 4154 Club 
House Rd., is just another job 
seeker. Looking at him, he is a 
normal 27-year-old. who. like 
any 27-year-old, doesn’t want to 
go on living at his parent’s 
home for the rest of his life 
Montalvo is educated 
He 
was graduated from Lompoc 
Senior High School in 1966; 
from Brevard Junior College in 
Coco Beach, Florida in 1970 
with an A A degree in liberal 
arts; and from the University 
of West Florida in Florida in 
1973 with a BS degree in 
physical education. So, in this 
departm ent, 
he 
is 
better 
qualified than a lot of other 
unemployed men and women. 
Montalvo, however, knows he 
is at the bottom of the first-to- 
be-hired-list He is an epileptic. 
"1 
know 
jobs 
are 
tight 
anyway,” he told this writer 
over coffee, "but when you put 
down 
epilepsy 
in 
a 
job 
application and even with a 
signed 
statement 
from 
the 
doctor that you can handle the 
job, that puts you down at the 
bottom of the list.” 
These days Mike Montalvo 
works 
around 
his 
parent’s 
house, looks for work, and until 
the season ended, volunteered 
his time to assist the wrestling 
coach at Cabrillo High School, 
with the hope of one day being 
hired to work in the physical 
education department. To get 
around, he walks and hitch­ 
hikes; the holes in the soles of 
his shoes are a testimonial to 
this last desperate form of 
transportation. 
Epileptics are forbidden to 
drive and although an epileptic 
could 
easily 
deceive 
the 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
because epileptics look just like 
non-epileptics, Montalvo says 
he isn’t the type to deceive. It 
would be foolish, besides, he 
adds. 
Something else epileptics are 
forbidden to do is serve in the 
military 
Until 
he 
became 
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afflicted . 
M ontalvo 
had 
planned 
and 
dream ed 
of 
becoming a career officer like 
his father, a 28-year service Air 
Force officer, now retired. 
With 
epilepsy, 
he 
said 
simply, "My future went out 
the window That was how I felt 
at the tim e.” 
How does he feel now? " It’s

not a why me thing anymore; 
it’s a get up and do something 
thing,’’ he replied. 
Montalvo 
lit a cigarette, 
neatly placed the match in an 
ashtray and sat back, looking 
official 
in 
his 
perfectly 
buttoned dark gray suit and 
skillfully fixed blue tie, both of 
which 
displayed 
signs 
of 
frequent use. He seemed to 
pace himself. 
Montalvo takes medication 
daily to control his epilepsy, 
but medication does only 75 per 
cent of the job. Twenty-five per 
cent of the control must come 
from "within.” 
"I can’t get overly depressed 
or excited. Without the 25 per 
ce n t 
s e lf - c o n tr o l, 
th e 
medication can't work,” said 
the tall, slender job hunter. 
“This is why it’s important 
for 
somebody 
who 
finds 
himself an epileptic to get his 
head together and don’t stop — 
don’t stop doing what he wants 
to do and living a normal life.” 
In 1965, high school junior 
Montalvo picked-up a date one 
night in Los Alamos and was 


returning to Lompoc to attend 
a dance "or something ” He 
was speeding in his Rambler 
and going around a curb, ran 
off to one side of the road. He 
overcorrected coming back and 
hit an embankment. 
"Hang on,” he shouted to the 
girl. 
She came out of the accident 
unhurt; he came out with a 
concussion and a dislocated 
right shoulder. He was later 
discharged from the hospital in 
supposedly good shape. 
Then he began having dizzy 
spells; 
the doctor couldn’t 
diagnose the exact ailment. 
"I was having coffee, sitting 
and talking to some people at 
Hancock College and when I 
woke up 1 was in the hospital in 
Santa 
Maria. 
The 
second 
seizure happened. I think in an 
English class,” he recalled. 
That was in November 1966, 
many 
months 
after 
the 
accident. 
"Everyone,” he warns today, 
"is potentially an epileptic.” 
"You can be bom with it and 
grow out of it. You can be born 
without it and grow into it. 
It 
can be caused by a blow to the 
head. Some people will have 
one 
seizure 
during 
their 
childhood 
and 
never 
have 
another during the rest of their 
lives.” 
W hile 
M o n talv o 
w as 
attending school in Florida, he 
had a job. He worked part-time 
as an assistant manager at a 
theater in Satellite Beach for 
two years and never once had a 
seizu re 
at 
w ork. 
A fter 
graduation, 
he 
moved 
to 
Alexander, Va. and got a job at 
another theater. 
One day at work he had a 
short spell and the next day he 
lost his job. The management 
knew before that he was an 
epileptic. 
Montalvo says he isn’t the 
type 
to 
not 
declare 
his 
condition 
to 
a 
prospective 
em ployer. 
Some 
doctors 
recommend epileptics do not 
declare 
because 
of 
the 
prejudice and misinformation 
that surrounds the nervous 
disorder. 
He 
began 
a 
job-hunting 
odyssey 
by 
m ailing 
out 
resumes and filling out job 
applications. He volunteered 
some free time to work at the 
National Epilepsy Foundation 
and the Smithsonian Institution 
in Washington, D.C. 
Unsuccessful, 
he 
finally 
returned to Lompoc about six 
months ago. He has continued

Federal study of recession 
Sunken treasure 
says it's worse than we think 
Divers take $6 million from Spanish galleon

The recession is worse than indicated by even one of the 
bleakest government measurements, according to a Federal 
Reserve study 
And even Democratic staff members on the Senate Budget 
Committee agreed there is little Congress can do to prevent high 
unemployment through 1976 
There also was further evidence there has been no upturn in the 
depressed construction industry 
But the stock market showed continued strength Prices Mon­ 
day on the New York Stock Exchange, as measured by the Dow 
Jones industrial index, soared 14.08 to 753 13. 
The Dow closed at the highest level for the year, exceeding the 
prior high of 749 77 Feb 21. 
The Commerce Department said construction spending dropped 
2.7 per cent in January to the annual rate of $128 1 billion, the 
lowest since November, 1972, when it was $128 billion. Building 
volume was 15.5 per cent below a year ago when inflation was 
discounted. 
Residential housing and public construction both declined a 
sharp 4.6 per cent and private construction was down 1 8 per cent. 
A study of 12 sectors of the economy by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Boston shows the economy slumped in January at almost 
twice the rate indicated hv the Commerce Department's 


composite of nine leading economic indicators 
The index is considered a better measurement than the 
Commerce Department’s composite because it allows for 
inflation and Commerce does not 
The Fed’s study showed an economic slide of 3 per cent from 
January to February and 21.7 per cent since July. 1973, when the 
index hit its peak of 120.4 In January it was 94 3. 
“It shows we are in for the worst recession since we started 
calculating the index" 22 years ago. the bank said. 


The automobile industry finished its rebate promotion period 
last week on the upswing, selling an estimated 200,000 cars in the 
Feb 21-28 period —the best day to-day average since the 1975 
models were introduced in early October. 
The four automakers, however, said production for February 
was off 34 per cent from last year —the lowest February 
production since 1961. 


The staff of the Senate Budget Committee released an 
alternative to President Ford s budget saying it would speed 
economic recovery but would reduce average 1975 unemployment 
from Ford’s projection of 8.1 per cent to 8 per cent. 
The staff projected average 1976 unemployment at 7.5, only 
slightly better than Ford’s projection of 7.9 per cent. In normal 
times, unemployment averages about 4.5 per cent. 


West German anarchists free hostage

Five freed West German 
anarchists holed up in Aden 
today and sent the pastor who 
was their volunteer hostage 
back home in a possible prelude 
to the release of a kidnaped 
West Berlin political leader.

South Yemen —a Marxist-ruled 
Arabian peninsula nation that 
is

hijackers —brought Protestant 
pastor Heinrich Albertz back 
toward West Germany. 
A spokesman for the airlines 
in West Berlin said the plane 
was 
expected 
to 
land 
in 
Frankfurt in the afternoon and 
Albertz, a former West Berlin 
mayor, would probably contin­ 
ue on to Berlin immediately. 
TCiere was still no word on 
the whereabouts or condition of 
Christian Democratic political 
leader Peter Lorenz, who was 
presumed still in the custody of 
the group that kidnaped him 


last Thursday. 
West Berlin authorities said 
that the kidnapers have not 
replied to their pleas Monday 
night for a message on Lorenz’ 
condition. 
In a radio and television 
broadcast, 
authorities 
had 
asked the kidnapers to name 
the place where Lorenz had 
bought a wooden sculpture as a 
proof that he was still alive. 
Lorenz’ 
abductors 
had 
pledged to release him after 
Albertz reported to them over 
West German radio and televi­ 
sion that their five comrades 
were safe and free 
The Lufthansa jet supplied by 
the West German government 
stopped briefly in Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia, 
where 
Albertz 
briefed 
the

German 
ambassador and a new, four- 
man crew boarded to fly it back 
to Frankfurt. 
West Berlin officials said the 
radio-television studios Albertz 
would

All officials declined com­ 
ment on whether Albertz would 
broadcast a code word that 
would lead the kidnapers to 
free Lorenz 
It has been six days since 
Lorenz, head of the West Berlin

Democratic party, 
was abducted from his car by 
leftist guerrillas. 
His party, running on a law- 
and-order ticket, won the most 
votes in last Sunday’s munici­ 
pal election, but not enough to 
form a majority government. 
The Bonn government gave

morning, 
releasing 
five jailed leftists and flying 
them

Albertz volunteered to go along 
as a hostage.

Am ericans favor gas price 
hike over rationing — poll

Gallup pollsters asked 1,544 
Americans whether they would 
favor increased gasoline taxes 
or rationing if the nation’s fuel 
consumption had to be cut by 20 
per cent. 
Slightly more of them, 48 per 
cent, said they would favor 
higher prices to raise the cost 
of a gallon of gasoline by 10 
cents. The rest, 42 per cent, 
favored rationing. 
It has been estimated that 
President Ford’s energy pro­ 
gram would increase the price 
of a gallon of gasoline between 
10 and 16 cents. An alternative 
being considered by the House 
Ways Means Committee would 
boost prices by as much as 40 
cents a gallon. 
Asked if the energy crisis 
was real, 48 per cent agreed 
and 44 per cent said they 
believed there was no shortage 
of energy. But only 18 per cent 
said it was “very serious.” 
Thirty-one per cent ranked 
the gasoline shortage as one of 
the top three problems facing 
the nation. 
Unemployment was consid­ 
ered the top problem by 74 per 
cent, followed by inflation 66 
per cent, corruption in govern­ 
ment 38 per cent, and drug 
addiction 21 per cent. 
The survey on was commis­ 
sioned by the Highway Users 
Federation, an organization of

Cambodia and South Vietnam. 
Ms. Abzug said she would 
dissent from the majority view 
on 
providing 
emergency 
ammunition for Cambodia. She 
told

conference, 
n ev er th e less, 
“ I 
see 
a 
tremendous obligation to the 
people. We are forgetting there 
are people in South Vietnam 
and Cambodia and they do not 
progress; 
they 
only 
are 
destroyed.” 
Ms. Fenwick said her earlier 
opposition to emergency mili­ 


tary assistance to Cambodia 
had been shaken. She said it 
probably is required to hold 
together the government so 
that there would be a chance of 
distributing food aid. 


“This is a dramatic tragedy 
of the most urgent nature,” she 
said, and described dodging 
rockets fired by insurgents into 
Phnom Penh from across the 
Mekong River. 
Sen. 
Dewey 
Bartlett, 
R- 
Okla,. said Congress must act 
within two weeks if the aid is to 
reach 
the 
government 
of 
President Lon Nol in time to 
reinforce the defenses around 
Phnom Penh. 
“There 
was condsiderable 
feeling —I speak for myself 
that there would be a real 
bloodbath 
if 
there 
is 
not 
sufficient military aid,” 
he 
said. 
Rep. William Chappell Jr., 
D-Fla., a longtime hawk, said 
the trip changed his mind in 
one 
respect. 
He 
previously 
voted 
for aid to Indochina 
“ reluctantly.” Now, he said, 
the reluctance is gone. 
A senior official in Phnom 
Penh 
told 
UPI 
over 
the 
weekend the Cambodian gov­ 
ernment was giving all U.S. 
airlifted food to its soldiers, not 
to hungry civilians. Chappell 
called that report "absolutely 
untrue.” 
A State Department official 
in Washington said Monday the 
United States will fly 20,000 
metric tons of rice from South 
Vietnam to Cambodia to be 
distributed to war refugees by 
U.S. and international volun­ 
tary agencies.

TALLAHASSEE. Fla. (UPI) - It may have come from 
the ship La Nuestra de Atoche which sank in 1622, or from 
another Spanish galleon Whatever, it became a treasure 
hunter’s dream that today is multimillion dollar reality for 
a group of divers —and the state of Florida 
The state and the diving team, headed by salvage firm 
chief Mel Fisher, are splitting up an estimated $6 million in 
gold and silver bars, coins, jewelry, gold chains and 
armaments found in the wreckage near Key West, Fla 
Fisher said there is more where that came from 
We all dreamed as children of finding an old shipwreck 
said Secretary of State Bruce Smathers. who was among 
those viewing the heavily guarded treasure “This treasure 
is a realization of everyone’s dream ” 
The state will keep 25 per cent of the treasure, and the 
Division of Archives and History is doing the counting on its 
behalf. Fisher and his team, who began the project five 
years ago, will keep the rest 
Robert Williams, chief of the division, refused to place a 
monetary value on the take. But sources close to Fisher, 
whose activities in the project were investigated by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission two years ago, esti­ 
mate it at $6 million. 
Fisher said one rare 1621 gold coin alone will sell for 
$15,000 to $25,000 on the collectors’ market 


Fisher and his associates said the artifacts are from the 
La Nuestra de Atoche. which sailed from Havana in 1622 and 
went down in a hurricane in the Marquesas Keys, west of 
Key West 
Williams said archivists are uncertain if the sunken cargo 
came from the Atoche He said state historians are still 
investigating origins of the ship and cargo 
“We believe material from this site comes mostly from 
Spanish ships of the 17th century, which was the period of 
the Atoche,” said Williams “Since historians depend on 
exact documentation, we need more evidence to come to a 
conclusion. 
"This area off the Keys is full of ships of all kinds of ages 
It's a place where accidents have frequently occurred over a 
long period of time Ships from World War II have also been 
found there,” 
Fisher said only three of 901 silver bars believed to be 
aboard the Atoche have been found He formed an ocean 
salvage company 12 years ago and said most of the Atoche s 
cargo is still buried underwater 


Fisher was investigated by the SEC after he began selling 
stocks in his salvage company The federal regulatory panel 
doubted aspects of Fisher’s ventures and ordered him to 
quit selling stock. 


M IT student designs working A-bomb

Broadcasting Service asked a 
graduate student at the Massa- 
c h u s e t t s 
I n s t i t u t e

Technology to try to design a 
nuclear bomb in five weeks, 
using only information anyone 
in the public can get. 
According 
to

nuclear 
weapons expert, the student 
drew up plans for a bomb that, 
if built, actually could work 
The student met the deadline 
—and asked to remain anony­ 
mous so real terrorists would 
not kidnap him and make him 
build a bomb for them. 
“ T h e 
P l u t o n i u m 
Connection,” an episode of the 
PBS science series “ Nova.” 
describes the danger of atomic 
weapons falling into the hands 
of terrorists in a television pro­ 
gram scheduled for broadcast 
Sunday, March 9, at 7 30 p.m. 
EDT. 
The student’s completed de­ 
sign was shown to Swedish 
defense department weapons 
expert Jan Prawitz. Prawitz 
said there was a “fair chance it 


would go off.” He said it might 
have the power of 100 tons of 
TNT. 
According to Dr. Theodore 
Taylor, 
whose 
warnings of 
nuclear danger prompted the 
program, the student's bomb 
would be big enough to kill 
50.000-100.000 
persons 
in 
a 
crowded urban area 
The student who designed the 
boipb —portrayed by an actor 
in the program —said it was 
“challenging mainly because of 
the time element involved.” 
He told UPI in a telephone 
interview that all the informa­ 
tion needed was readily availa­ 
ble in any good library, and 
most calculations involved in 
the design were nothing more 
than high school algebra.

completed, a terrorist group 
would need to get fissionable 
material, the PBS program 
says. Film clips of terrorist 
actions show such groups are 
fanatical and care little for 
their own lives and less for the 
lives of bystanders.

Lompoc 
housewives are doing lately. 
Obviously 
pleased, 
assistan t 
coordinator Vickie Schmidt remarked 
after 
T hursday's 
session 
that 
participation in the program “keeps 
growing 
and 
growing 
We 
were 
overwhelmed today." 
When the program started in Lompoc 
in May only five or six ladies were 
attending the sessions Last week some 
32 housewives, accompanied by a few 
restless 
children, 
filed 
into 
the 
Community 
House 
to 
learn 
that 
separated egg whites and yolks can be 
refrigerated up to four days, beef 
extenders contain soy 
protein and 
natural vegetable protein, and packaged 
rice is already clean and by washing it 
you throw away some nutrients 
Besides tips on food economics, they 
learned to repair drawers that stick, 
mend trouser pockets and make new 
ones, and fascinating uses for empty egg 
cartons. 
“We try to keep the sessions visual,” 
reports Mrs. Schmidt. “ It is easier then 
for the participants to look and say ‘Oh 
yeah, I can do that’ and go home and do 
it.” 
All of the information presented that 
day and more are covered in sheets 
handed out at the start of class The 
women receive sheets entitled. “Saving 
Those 
Nutrients,” 
“Food 
Labels,” 
“Winter Squash,” “Treats from Master 
Mix,” “Storage or Everything has a 
Place,” and “ A Problem Drawer.” 
The sessions are usually two hours 
long with a nice break after an hour for 
coffee and test tasting of a new recipe 
The Sharing and Caring Program, 
sponsored by Cuesta College in San Luis 
Obispo and Allan Hancock College, is 
actually three years old and claims over 
500 “unduplicated” participants in 12 
locations — nearly all of the towns from 
Lompoc to San Luis Obispo 
Free to the public, the program is 
funded under the Vocational Education 
Amendments of 1968 The purpose is to 
help people save money, which is a 
pretty good idea in today's inflationary 
times 
Mrs. Schmidt informed the Record 
that although a certain percentage of 
low income families must reside in the 
program location, the sessions are 
attended by consumers of all economic 
levels. 
The program stresses repairing worn 
out and ill-working articles rather than 
going out and buying something new. 
For instance, she commented, “Today 
we 
gave 
three different 
ways of 
repairing drawers.” 
It 
stresses 
buying 
fruits 
and 
vegetables on the abundance calendar 
list — perishables that are in season and 
in plentiful supply. 
“We try to pick recipes that use one of 
these fruits or vegetables. They are 
cheaper when in abundance,” said Mrs 
Schmidt. 
Sometimes 
the 
housewives 
are 
introduced to a vegetable they have 
never 
cooked 
or 
eaten 
before 
Sometimes they learn new ways to cook 
an old vegetable. 
Money saving information on saving 
and using leftovers such as cooked 
vegetables, orange and lemon peels, and 
meat broth are taught. Information on 
reading food labels and how to buy foods 
are discussed.

Can't have all you 
want, Brown tells UC 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. Edmund G Brown Jr has told 
alumni of the University of California that budget requests for the 
nine-campus system must be evaluated in the light of current hard 
economic times. 
"You have to face the reality that you can’t always get 
everything you always wanted in life. There are limits," Brown 
said to members of the UC Alumni Association Monday. 
The governor dropped in on a meeting of association members 
who annually visit the Capitol for one day to lobby for UC interests 
and more money. 
Brown, who was graduated from the Berkeley campus in 1961, 
defended his proposed budget for UC and told the delegates during 
a question-and-answer exchange that "we are going to be in hard 
times for a while and we have to look at everything in that light." 
One participant asked Brown, who confessed he had never paid 
dues to the association, whether he would be as "hard" on the 
university as had his "squeeze, cut and trim " precedessor, Ronald 
Reagan. 
Brown replied that he expected a high standard of excellence 
from UC but warned that the university "is not in some kind of 
protected point in the political process that it should enjoy what no 
one else can enjoy. Sure the university has to tighten its belt." 
He warned it would be a "painful process" for UC to determine 
its priorities in tough economic times. 
In state funds, Brown proposed a UC budget of $583.5 million for 
next year, an increase of 14 per cent over current spending This 
included 940.2 million for salary increases. 
"I think the university has nothing to worry about as long as it 
maintains essential mission as a university," he said, insisting he 
was committed to the objective of "maintaining and enhancing 
the university as probably the greatest center of learning in the 
world.” 
"The path I pursue may not be the same orthodox fashion that 
you’ve been used to," the governor told the alums 
The new president of the university, David S. Saxton, a UCLA 
administrator, was introduced to the conference by President 
Charles Hitch, who will retire in June. Saxton told the alumni it 
was "too early" to have a meaningful discussion with them, but 
said he would be ready for such an encounter in one year.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
natural father may try to adopt 
his 
daughter 
even 
though

married to the girl’s mother at 
the time, the California Su­ 
preme Court ruled Monday. 
But the seven justices in 
their 
unanimous 
decision 
stressed that the case of 8-year- 
old Lisa R. was a special one 
and that the ruling might not 
a p p l y 
in 
d i f f e r e n t 
circumstances. 
Lisa’s mother was separated 
from her husband at the time 
she had an affair with Victor R. 
more than eight years ago and 
concei/edachild. 
In 1970, Lisa’s mother was 
found guilty of child negligence 
and the girl was placed in a 
foster home. The mother and 
her 
husband 
—Lisa’s 
legal 
parents —have since died. 
Victor R. then went to court 
to try to adopt his daughter on 
grounds that he was listed on 
the girl’s birth certificate as 
the father. But a Sacramento 
judge refused to hear the case, 
saying 
that 
because 
Lisa’s 
mother was married when she 
was bom 
the girl 
was 
a 
legitimate child. 
Thus, the judge ruled, Victor 
R. had no legal standing in the 
matter. 
The case was appealed and in 
arguments before the State 
Supreme Court last month, 


Justice Mathew O. Tobriner 
called it "almost an unbelieva­ 
ble situation." 
Chief 
Justice 
Donald 
R. 
Wright wrote in the decision 
handed down Monday: 
"The presumption which pre­ 
cludes Victor from offering 
evidence that he is the father of 
Lisa is unreasonable, arbitrary 
and capricious, and a denial of 
due process.” 
But the court said it made the 
ruling only after considering 
several circumstances in the 
case. 
"Although a state has a 
l e g i t i m a t e 
i n t e r e s t 
in 
prom oting 
marriage 
and 
protecting a family unit, that 
policy cannot stand when, as 
here, the family unit has been 
dissolved by the death of both 
the mother and the presumed 
legal’ parent," the ruling said.

LA ‘miniskirt judge’ on 
suspension after charges 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — "M iniskirt judge" Noel Cannon is 
under suspension from the bench. Bringing her chihuahua and a 
mechanical canary to court, jailing defense lawyers and 
threatening to perform "a .38 caliber vasectomy" on a policeman 
were too much for a group of her peers. 


The State Commission on Judicial Qualifications lodged 25 
charges of misconduct against her Monday with the state 
Supreme Court. It asked she be removed as a Municipal Court 
judge, an action which disqualified her from sitting in judgment 
on any case. 
One of the charges is the curly haired, 48-year-old blonde hears 
cases with her chihuahua on her lap, while a mechanical canary 
trills and chirps from her chambers behind them. 


Another charge involves an alleged threat to perform the " 38 
caliber vasectomy” on motorcycle officer Richard Fagm, whom 
she called a "m ale chauvinist,” on Nov. 30,1972. 
Fagin said he rebuked a woman —who turned out to be the judge 
—for repeatedly sounding her auto horn at the car in front in 
traffic He said the other driver was obeying the law by waiting 
for a pedestrian. 
"She told me she would honk her horn any time she damn well 
pleased,” Fagin told a hearing by the judicial commission. 
"M ’am, there is a vehicle code section that covers excessive use 
of the horn," he replied. 
"You go to hell, officer," the judge allegedly snapped back 
The commission’s charges included 15 counts of willful 
misconduct in office and 10 of conduct prejudicial to the 
administration of justice.

What now for CIF champs? 
A tough act to follow

Fans of the Lompoc Braves baseball 
team may be the 
most spoiled group in the Valley. 
Three times in the last five seasons the Braves have made 
it to the CIF 3-A finals in Anaheim Twice they’ve won it all. 
Last year was one of those championship years. 
Back in ’70 when the Braves won their first title, they 
were loaded with super ballplayers and nobody was 
surprised at their success. Last season — now that was a 
surprise. 
With no major league prospects, Lompoc 
recaptured the top prize. 
It’s a tough act to follow, even though five starters from 
that team are back. Plenty of valuable experience and 
talent has been lost, including a pair of AU-CIF First 
Teamers (Rick Fridrich and Ted Grafton), and four 
excellent pitchers. 
Before the Braves can think seriously about a league title, 
let alone a CIF crown, coach Dan Bodary will have to fit the 
pieces of the puzzle together* The question is, are all the 
pieces there? 
The biggest mystery is on the mound, where Bodary is 
sifting through the most inexperienced and untested 
material to come his way since late m the last decade, when 
a couple fellows named Roy Thomas and Teddy Torres were 
sophomores. 
The roll call of pitching candidates is five names long, 
with a combined total of zero innings of varsity pitching 
experience, going into this season. Only two have so much 
as JV throwing experience. 
“ We’d like to come up with two good pitchers, maybe 
three." says Bodary, poring hopefully over his roster 
Similar battles for starting roles loom at at least four 
other spots. 
But despite the pitching situation and the 13 non-seniors on 
the roster, don’t try to tell any of the Braves’ opponents that 
Lompoc is weak Every team that comes up against the 
Braves will be trying to play “ Beat the Champ.” 
“ I think everyone gets up to beat Lompoc,” says Bodary. 
“ You see it so many times. This is the one game they key 
for. Even if we have an off year, I still think people want to 
come and get us. For instance, they always save their best 
pitcher for us." 
It must make life difficult for Bodary. 
“ I wouldn’t have it any other way,” he smiles. 
Then he adds, “ If they (the other teams) look for you, 
sure it puts pressure on you These young kids, I don’t know 
how they're going to react to the pressure. I think they’ll do 
a good job. But the younger guys are going to have to 
mature fast.” 
Fortunately, the Braves do have a few old vets back to 
help stabilize the lineup 
Lompoc may have the best pair of catchers on any high 
school team, in George Renfroe and Dave Barthel. Their 
defensive skill should be a great comfort to the pitching 
staff, and a great discomfort to opposing baserunners. The 
team has only one catcher’s mask, however, so Barthel 
might occasionally find himself at first base 


Steady LeRoy Grossini is a back at shortstop. Good field, 
weak stick last year; but he’s stronger now and a year older. 
“ He’s a good leader, a very competitive kid,” says Leroy’s 
coach. Grossini and Renfroe have been chosen co-captains 
by their teammates. 
Paul Borchard hit .474 in league last year, so it takes no 
genius to see why he is a shoo-in to start at third. Unless he 
happens to work into the pitching rotation. Borchard and 
Danny Townsend (.329) are the Braves’ most promising 
hitters, based on past records. 
Townsend was the regular centerfielder last year and will 
be there again. He is also a pitching candidate, a very good 
one if Monday’s route-going one-hitter against Ventura is 
any indication. 
Tim Binning and Robbie Coe, the top pitchers off last 
year’s championship JV team, looked good in Saturday’s

game against Rowland. Binning, a lefty, gets the nod right 
now in the consistency department, while Mick Shroll wins 
the velocity award. Shroll will see action this week in the 
Sands tourney, as will Borchard and gosh knows who else. 
First base will go either to Barthel or to Rick McDonald, 
up from the JV team. 
Second base was a dogfight between Rick Beltran, Frank 
Hain and Ronnie Garcia, but now things aren’t so simple.

Reggie was a free agent 
Why A's Jackson 
didn't jump ship

MESA, Ariz. (U PI) — For all the 
animation he shows, and for all the 
talking he does, Reggie Jackson still 
keeps some things locked up inside 
He doesn’t tell people everything One 
thing he doesn’t tell them is how, 
through a technicality, he became a free 
agent not that long ago, the same as 
Catfish Hunter. 
Nor does he dwell upon how he, too, 
could’ve bargained for at least a couple 
of million and finally been free of 
Charlie Finley’s influence 
In actual fact, Reggie Jackson was 
every bit as much a free agent two years 
ago, in the spring of 1973, as Catfish 
Hunter was two months ago. 
He knew it, Charlie Finley knew it, 
and Marvin Miller knew it. 
The fact that Jackson still is the 
property of the Oakland A s today says 
something about his general character 
Something good. It also does something 
to the rather widely held theory that a 
ballplayer will give it to a clubowner, 
and give it to him good, any chance he 
gets. 
If you recall the tug-of-war between 
Charlie Finley and Reggie Jackson 
during the spring of ’73, they were doing 
the same thing they do every spring, 
arguing over Jackson’s contract. They 
went at it so hard and so long, Jackson 
never signed until opening day. 
At one point in the negotiations, the 
A’s slugger called time. He told Finley 
that even after he agreed to the financial 
terms, he wished that some provision be 
made in his contract for deferred 
compensation. 
Charlie Finley said fine, he’d do it. 
Reggie Jackson let it go at that, knowing 
that even after he and Finley got 
together on the money, another clause 
would have to be written into the 
contract specifying the manner in which 
it would be paid 
Now here’s where it gets 
a little 
technical. 
Baseball rules specify if a player has 
not signed his contract by March 10, the 
club must send him registered written 
notification 
informing him 
it 
is 
exercising the right of the 
reserve 
clause 
in 
his 
contract, 
in 
effect 
reserving him for the following season. 
If the club fails to send the player such 
notice by March 10, and he still hasn’t 
signed his contract, he automatically 
becomes a free agent. 
Reggie Jackson never received that 
written notice. 


He believed he was a free agent. 
He checked with Marvin Miller, head 
of the Players Association who knows all 
about contracts and Miller informed 
him he was correct, he was a free agent. 
Why then didn't Jackson demand his 
free agency? 
He didn't because he felt responsible 
for the fact that Finley was taking his 
word that he wanted his contract 
changed before he signed it. He felt that 
was why Finley didn’t bother sending 
him notification. 
“ I just didn’t think it was the right 
thing to do,” says Reggie Jackson now. 
“ I told him I was going to do something 
else, and that was what he went on. I 
realized I was a free agent when he 
didn’t send me the written notice, but I 
don’t play life like that.” 
Jackson signed for $75,000 that spring. 
A couple of weeks ago he lost his 
arbitration case but still will draw 
$140,000 this year. Some of the things 
Finley said about him at the arbitration 
proceedings last year and this year have 
left deep scars. 
“ You can’t imagine how he talked 
about me at arbitration the last two 
years,” 
says 
Oakland’s 
slugging 
nehtfielder. “ I'm not even a good 
ballplayer to Finley, let alone a star. 
I 'm a nothing human being and a nothing 
ballplayer 
“ Now 
I 
feel 
I’ve 
gotta 
prove 
something all over again this year. The 
way the arbitration went, and the way 
he talked about me, I ’m not as good as I 
used to be. I gotta show him again.” 


Reggie Jackson looked over to his left

down 
where 
Billy 
Williams, 16 years with the Cubs before 
coming to the A’s this winter, was 
putting on his street clothes. 


“ I ’m excited about him already,” said 
Jackson. “ I ’m excited about what he’s 
going to do for this club, and what he’s 
going to do for me just being in the 
lineup.”

Salmon report, 
sportsmanship

According to the latest salmon reports, the place to be is Santa 
Barbara. 
SEA Landing in Santa Barbara reports “a whole lot of salmon, 
with folks getting limits right outside the harbor. Many of the 
salmon are small, about six pounds, but some are over 10 pounds 
and one 35-pounder was hauled in. Most are kings. 
A charter boat, for six-man parties, is available daily at SEA 
Landing for a tab of 972 per half day per party, skipper included. 
The weekend was slow on 
salmon due to the tides, but the 
action is expected to pick up 
today. 
Party 
boats 
fishing 
the 
islands 
off 
Santa 
Barbara 
report full limits of rock cod 
and big reds, and calm seas. 
Up Hie coast, near San Luis 
Obispo, salmon fishing is poor. 
Party 
boats 
are 
barely 
averaging one fish per angler; 
small boats doing only slightly 
better. 
The 
fish 
are very 
scattered 
There are plenty of boats out, and the ocean looks like a boating 
regatta every weekend. 
Skip Sato will run a daily party boat out of Port San Luis 
Sportfishing as 
long 
as enough 
reservations 
are made. 
Remember, if you make a reservation anywhere, either keep it or 
call and cancel as soon as possible, for the sake of other anglers, 
who may get stranded because of you. 
Rock fishing is also poor off San Luis. Could it be that spots such 
as Pecho Rock are being fished out? If so, more boats will have to 
make the long haul to the Point Sal area, which is too far for the 
very small craft. 


Throw-aways 


True sportsmanship is not just throwing back unwanted or 
illegal fish. It is important to see that the discarded fish survives. 
The Department of Fish and Game has some suggestions. 
Don’t touch a fish unless your hands are wet, or use a wet cloth. 
This will minimize danger to the fish’s protective mucous layer, 
scales and skin. Use light pressure. If the hook is too deep to reach 
with fingers or pliers, cut the leader and let the fish go with the 
hook. Fish released in this manner usually survive. If the fish is 
hooked in the mouth, use long-nosed pliers to remove the hook in 
the direction of the barb. Immediately release the fish. 


Silver salmon 


The DFG is trying to establish a silver salmon fishery in 
California. The sand bar at Camp Pendleton will be opened and 
60,000 young silvers let out to sea to join the 40,000 planted in 
Channel Islands Harbor and Calleguas Creek in Ventura County. 
Our local sportsmens clubs should request consideration for 
stocking in our area.

The last time a bank in Lompoc was 
robbed was m the W C. Fields movie, 
The Bank Dick ” Which is to say not at 
ill 
“ We 
don’t 
worry 
about 
bank 
robberies,” a spokesman for the local 
Bank of America has said. 
A courageous statement considering 
that from Jan 1 to June 30 in 1974 some 
1.468 banks were stuck up across the 
country, for a loss of over $10 million, 
according to FBI statistics 
Although not a dollar of those millions 
was taken from Lompoc's four banks, 
some communities in California have 
bad more than their fair share of hold­ 
ups Take, for example, the small San 
Lorenzo Valley near Santa Cruz 
Three towns of approximately 3,500 
residents in each are huddled in the 
valley. They are Felton, Ben Lomond. 


and Bolder Creek. 
Each town has a bank and each bank 
— two County Banks and a Bank of 
America — has been robbed at least 
once. In the past three-and-a-half years, 
they have been held-up seven times, 
during which the robbers withdrew over 
$100,000 in cold cash. 
Only last August, robbers vanished 
with $50,000 m one heist and $38,000 in 
another. 
So far no innocent bystanders or bank 
personnel have been injured during a 
robbery; however, neither have any of 
the robbers. In fact, all the capable 
robbers have escaped and with some of 
the banks’ loot. 
According to a reporter on the Valley 
Press, a small weekly paper that serves 
the three communities, 
the reason 
police can't bag the bank robbers is 
because there are some 15 roads leading

in and out of the city: Highway 246, 
Highway 1 north and Highway 1 south; 
and unless he was going to hole up in the 
valley, a robber would have to traverse 
one of these three roads for a good 20 
minutes 
before 
he 
could 
hope 
to 
disappear onto the main highway, 101. 
In the meantime, said Lt. Reshoft, the 
Lompoc police would quickly radio 
ahead to the Highway Patrol substation 
m Buellton and the sheriff department 
offices 
in Santa 
Maria and Santa 
Barbara, sealing off the area in many 
minutes less than it takes to drive from 
Lompoc to Buellton. 
Interesting enough, the local banker 
volunteered that banks across the nation 
lose more money to persons writing 
“ bad paper” than they ever do to 
robbers 
And here Lompoc has no 
immunity. 
Lt. Mel Ramos works the bad check 
cases reported to the LPD. They may be 
anywhere in size from $5 to thousands of 
dollars. The biggest bad check of 1974 
was for $3,600 
Some months Lt. Ramos will work 
seven and eight cases and some months 
29 and 30. but he estim ates that only a 
“ small portion" of bad paper passed in 
Lompoc is reported. 
“ I know merchants in town who try to 
collect on their own or they just eat 
them ,” he said. 
Millions of dollars, he assured, are 
stolen in the U.S. each year by dishonest 
check writers. It is a loss that San 
Lorenzo Valley communities share in 
too, in addition to their annual loss to 
bank robbers.

The war — again 


In 
October of 
1972, 
the 
A m erican 
people 
w ere 
greeted with some very good, 
if 
long 
overdue 
news. 
A 
“peace with honor“ had been 
achieved in South Vietnam. 
The more cynical received 
th e 
n ew s 
w ith 
so m e 
reservations, coming as it did 
sca n t 
w eek s 
before 
a 
presidential election in which 
a settlement of the war was 
the 
primary 
issue. 
Some 
thought the “peace” was a 
ploy on the part of Richard 
Nixon to gain re-election to 
the Presidency. 
The 
election 
came 
and 
went, and sure enough, Nixon 
was re-elected by the biggest 
landslide in the history of 
A m erican 
politics. 
And 
several 
months 
later, 
we 
began our withdrawal from 
Vietnam. Only the crass could 
have drawn any connection 
b etw een 
the N ovem ber 
election and the “peace.” 
Two 
years 
after 
the 
c o m p l e t i o n 
of 
t h a t 
withdrawal, in early 1975, a 
new President is asking for 
more and continuing aid to 
Vietnam 
and Cambodia, 
without 
which those 
two 
governments will surely fall, 
and within mere months. We 


have to ask: what happened to 
a “peace with honor” for both 
America and Southeast Asia? 
Peace for whom? Honor for 
whom? 
It must be said that the 
most casual observer of the 
history 
of 
the 
Vietnam 
conflict could see, even in 
1972, 
that 
neither 
South 
Vietnam nor Cambodia could 
hope to stand for very long 
without much more in the way 
of aid from the U.S. than arms 
and equipment. After all, we 
had spent thousands of lives 
and billions of dollars over a 
ten-year-period 
to 
win

victory in that strange war... 
and were unsuccessful. And 
other countries had tried the 
same thing before us, also 
unsuccessfully. So, how much 
more can we give in arms and 
equipment? And what will we 
be called upon to give next, 
when 
all 
the 
arms 
and 
equipment fail, as they surely 
will? 
We 
feel 
we 
have given 
enough in an effort to support 
the 
two 
dictatorships 
in 
Saigon 
and 
Phnom 
Penh. 
Government officials here at 
home, both past and present, 
knew exactly what was to be 
gained 
by 
an 
American 


w i t h d r a w a l 
f r om 
the 
Southeast Asian conflict in 
early 1973, and they also knew 
what was to be lost. The 
present Administration, 
at 
least 
regarding 
Vietnam 
policy, is 
still 
largely 
Nixonian 
in 
philosophy. 
Indeed, the architect of a 
“peace with honor,” Henry 
Kissinger, is doing his thing 
for Ford just as he did for 
Nixon. 
These 
men 
should 
understand 
better 
than 
anyone, 
then, 
that 
further 
American involvement there 
is futile and is inconsistent 
with their “peace.” 
Whether or not 
Richard 
Nixon 
o r c h e s t r a t e d 
a 
withdrawal from Vietnam to 
get 
himself 
re-elected 
is 
irrelevant at this point. If he 
did, he did and it’s gone by 
forever. What is relevant is 
that there is nothing to be 
gained for the U.S. by our 
continued 
support 
of 
any 
Southeast Asian war, and that 
fact had to be recognized 
when we withdrew. Nothing 
has changed in either Vietnam 
or Cambodia in the interim, 
except that more people have 
died, so by what rationale can 
we give more support? There 
is none.

Higher than a kite 


As most people are aware techniques 
for monitoring the ground from the air 
are sophisticated 
beyond belief. This 
came to mind last week when George 
Goodall, county farm adviser told of 
agriculture surveys in Santa Barbara 
County conducted from the air by high­ 
flying 
planes 
of 
the 
N ational 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA). Goodall told all this to a 
gathering of Resource Conservationists. 
NASA 
uses 
e le c tro n ic 
sensing 
equipment to map field crops. Data 
supplied by the process is used to 
determine the type of crop and thus how 
much water is being used. Different 
crops take varying amounts of water. 
Some time ago a 
fascinating story that 
never came to the 
public’s attention, had 
to do with highlevel 
surveillance by planes 
of the sheriff's aero 
squadron. 
Evidence 
turned up in the photo­ 
graphic monitoring of 
a 
clandestine 
ex­ 
change of narcotics 
and 
m oney 
in 
a 
m ountain 
re tre a t, 
triggered the arrest of 
suspects. 
A few years ago two ex-Air Force 
officers were peddling a system of 
aerial reconnaissance that rendered 
obsolete previous methods for mapping 
terrain. Under the old system or at least 
one that I’m familiar with, the plane 
goes back and forth photographing a 


strip at a time of the terrain below. 
These strips are spliced together to 
form a continuous photograph of an 
area. 
The 
new 
system used highflying 
planes and electronic sensors to pinpoint 
everything As I recall the system was 
so sensitive that it picked up the wire in 
a barbed wire fence, from an altitude of 
several miles. Sounds invaluable to me. 


Like a lot of people, I suppose, I was 
literally 
stunned 
by 
the 
drop 
in 
registered voters from the level of the 
November election. A 40 per cent drop 
someone 
said. 
Incredible, 
although 
being a gubernatorial 
election and 
including the races for congress and the 
state senate and assembly, November 
had a lot going for it even if all those 
registered didn’t make it to the polls. 
The figures, for those who may have 
missed them elsewhere, 9,498 registered 
voters in the city last November and 
14,773 in the school district. Current 
figures handed out this week by Dep. 
County Clerk Ann Sweet show declines 
to 6,646 in the city and 10,124 in the 
school district. Of course the latter 
figure includes all of the city plus all the 
county areas from Drum Canyon on the 
east to the ocean and all of Lompoc 
Valley from mountain to mountain. 
Voters who didn’t vote last November, 
had their names stricken from rolls if 
they didn’t re-register. And come to 
think of it, Mrs. Sweet went to work 
early this year trying to get everyone 
registered. 


Despite all the grimness of the last 
school board meeting, there were some 
lighter 
moments. 
Two 
of 
them 
emanated from trustee Richard K. 
Jacoby. Pointing to a foot-deep stack of 
volumes 
incorporating 
the 
school 
district’s revised board policy, Jacoby 
wanted 
to 
know 
if 
w orkm en’s 
compensation would cover back injuries 
suffered 
in transporting the heavy 
volumes. On another occasion Jacoby 
made a reflection on the suggestion that 
local property taxes might some day 
have to provide revenues now being 
provided by federal public law 874. “ We 
couldn’t get there from here with our 
economy,” he said not without some 
validity. Local property taxes would 
have to increase by about $4 million if 
P.L. 874 were scuttled. For that reason, 
probably, congress wouldn’t do that this 
year or next.
